WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—lIt is 
fortunate that some of us can 
smilingly take stories in the news- 
papers, which would have no par- 
ticular point, unless to make trou- 
ble between government officials. 
It is also amusing to note state- 
ments carried with great promi- 
nence, which either have no truth 


|at all, or which are misinterpreta- 


tions: while the corrections are 
carried as inconspicuously as pos- 


| sible, 


Long ago, I made up my mind | 


that, when things were said in- 
volving only me, I would pay no 
attention to them, except when 
valid criticism was carried by 
which I could profit. However, 
| when such stories concern some- 
| one else, the situation changes. 

| In a news story, carried in a 
| Washington paper yesterday, it 
| was said that I had “lambasted” a 
certain official. He happens to 
‘Know exactly what I said, because 
I said it to him and said it about 
a situation which I brought to Mr. 
‘Knudson and Mr. Hillman’s atten- 
tion, and of which they were al- 
.ready cognizant. 

| It was one which, in all prob- 
'ability, will be repeated in many 
| parts of the country because, as 
lindustries have to change from 
!' peacetime to wartime production, 


¢there is bound to be considerable 


temporary unemployment. This 
creates hardships and uncertainty 
and is very bad for civilian morale. 

[ am concerned with civilian 
morale, as is every other citizen of 
the United States. I feel that a 
pattern for meeting this situation 
must be developed and that none 
of us, whether we are government 
officials or private individuals, can 
afford to sit back and wait for the 
development of these problems 
without feeling the urgency that a 
group of hungry children in our 
homes would put upon us. 

I said all this to Mr. Knudsen 
and Mr. - Hillman in somewhat 
forceful terms, but without any 
criticism of them, only because I 
felt the situation must be put be- 
fore them, since they could. help 
to develop the proper solution. I 
cited this situation to a group of 


'4-H Club people as an example of 


the type of thing for which we 
must watch, 

I said that, to some of us, hunger 
was more academic than real, but 
that we must try to develop the 
ability to feel the urgency of such 
a situation. I said nothing derog- 
atory about anyone, and nothing 
which I would not apply to my- 
self. 

I can only surmise that it gives 
certain people joy to think that 
they can create ill-feeling between 
people working for the same ends, 
even if on different programs.

Creation of one-man control for America’s 
program of war production, by the appointment 
of Donald Nelson as a generalissimo of supply, 
will be welcomed by the country as a whole. 
Nelson has the reputation of being a forceful, 
responsible getter of results. If this public 
estimate of his qualification is correct, he is 
exactly the type of man needed by the warring 
nation today. 

It is necessary, if the President’s war pro- 

gram is to be carried out on time, that one man 
hold the power to tell industry, either collect- 
ively or individually, exactly what has to be 
done. Then industry must meet the country’s 
expectation that the job, whatever it is, will 
be done. 
_ The day has passed when wars can be 
_conducted by debating societies. Discussion is a 
thing of the past, it became a thing of the past 
when the first Japanese bomb was dropped on 
Pearl Harbor. 

The nation demands, and must have, tanks 
instead of talk, guns instead of gab, production 
instead of promises and predictions. 

There are some methods of democracy which 
must be foregone in wartime. Primary among 
these is delaying debate or argument. An Army 
in the field would be helpless if, instead of 
obeying without question the orders of its com- 
mander, every decision was first subjected to 
debate and argument among the personnel 
composing that army. 

In this day of total war, the entire nation is, 
in fact, the army. The workers, the manage- 
ment, the owners of industry are as much in 
the fighting ranks as are the troops in the field. 
The whole people are responsible for victory or 
for defeat. 

This army of an entire nation must have 
commanders with full authority to order that 
this, or that, or something else, be done and 
then it must be done as inevitably as a soldier 
in battle obeys his officers’ commands. 

Donald Nelson is now responsible for the 
greatest job in the history of America.: It is 
his duty to see that the 65,000 planes the Presi- 
dent has scheduled for 1942 delivery, are made 
and delivered; that the 120,000 planes scheduled 
for 1943 actually go into the hands of our air 
fighters before the end of that year. Likewise 
in regard to the guns and ships and tanks and 
trucks and all the other essential materiel of 
war. 

The success of any commander depends upon 
the manner in which his men carry out his 
orders. For any group or segment of American 
industry, of American workers, of the American 
people, to obstruct, delay or hesitate in carrying 
out the orders given by Production Generalis- 
simo Nelson will be tantamount to disloyalty, 
treachery and betrayal in the face of the enemy.

Georgia Editors Say: 


GARDENS AS AID TO VICTORY 
(From The Pickens County Progress) 
“Help win the war by planting a garden.” 

This was the “plea” of H. E. Christian, county 
agent of Pickens county, this week. And in call- 
ing on farm people to do their part in helping the 
nation’s food-for-freedom program and, at the 
same time, helping themselves, several garden 
facts that should be borne in mind are: 

1. Many vegetable seed will be scarce and 
some unobtainable. Therefore, farmers should buy 
early what they need. 

2. All garden seeds left over from last year 
should be saved and planted somewhat thicker 
than new seed. 

3. Left over seeds should be stored away from 
rats and mice in cool, dry storage to maintain as 
much of their vitality as possible. 

4. Germination tests may be made of old seeds 
by planting several kinds in boxes of moist dirt 
kept in a sunny location. 

5. Most seed should be treated for disease with 
red copper oxide or semesan, according to direc- 
tions on container. 

6. Such seed as beans and peas will grow 
faster and produce better crops if inoculated with 
the proper inoculation for these crops. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
MIRACLE OF MOSCOW WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The de- 


fense of Moscow will go down in 
history as one of the epics of World War No, 2, along with the 
British evacuation from Dunkirk and the last-minute stand of 
American Marines at Wake Island, 

Only now, more than a month after the Germans gave up In 
defeat and started their winter retreat, is it possible to give some 
of the important details. 

It never was claimed that Moscow's defenses were impregnable 
against modern weapons of war. There was no Maginot Line built 
in peacetime. Neither were there powerful defenses like those of 
Leningrad, which expected to be attacked because of its geographi- 
cal position. 

Far in the interior of Russia, the city relied on the ability of the 
Red army to stop an invader before reaching its limits. After a 
nonstop march of 600 miles, Hitler’s forces were finally brought to 
a standstill at distances ranging from 30 to 60 miles of Moscow. 

By a miracle of human endeavor, courage, sacrifice and en- 
durance, defenses were feverishly thrown up when it was revealed 
that the capture of the capital formed the main objective of the 
German high command for the 1941 Russian campaign. 


DEEP DEFENSES Military observers who were personally on 

the scene say it was the depth of the 
hastily erected defenses, more than anything, that broke the heart 
of the Nazi armies. Formidable field defense works were created 
in the shortest possible time, extending for a hundred miles in three 
directions—north, south and west. 

Behind the armies, tens of thousands of Russian workmen toiled 
ceaselessly aiding Soviet army engineers in building the city’s ram- 
parts. They worked day and night erecting barricades, digging tank 
traps, and every other conceivable device designed to halt the Nazi 
horde. Many of the workmen carried on after a ten-hour day in 


a munitions factory. 

FRIENDLY COMPETITION Districts competed with each 
other in throwing up barri- 

cades. The winning unit achieved the task of digging 7,350,000 

cubic feet of earth. 

Long ribbons of antitank hedgehogs, stretching several rows 
deep, extended from inside the city’s boundaries to the front line 
of operations. The whole city was fortified in this manner, no less 
than the immediate countryside, 

The miracle of Moscow was achieved by the working men and 
women of the city. But for their efforts there is little doubt that 
the capital would have been taken. It is difficult to measure the 
consequences of such a blow to the Allied cause. Given the shelter 
of Moscow to quarter his troops throughout the sub-Arctic Russian 
winter, Hitler may never have been forced to retreat. The back- 
bone of Soviet resistance would have been broken. 

Military observers returning from the scene say no end of 
obstacles were presented by the depth of the Russian handmade 
defenses.

PINCER ATTACK _ Borrowing a leaf from the Germans them- 


selves, General Zukhov, Russian tactician, 
linked his strategy to the newly devised defense system. . When, by 
sheer weight of men and equipment, the Germans broke through, 
he got his pincers to work, attacking both flanks of the salient 
formed. 

The Nazi advantage in @quipment and materials was offset by 
the fact the Russians were able to operate from a base at Moscow. 
Against this the Germans were fighting their greatest offensive of 
the war at the end of communications lines extending over 600 
miles—a tortuous procedure. 

Simple strategy was adopted by the Russians. It was aimed to 
make the Germans pay dearly for every foot of ground gained, and 
then strike before they had time to consolidate. That, plus the 
scorched-earth policy and the telling activities of the guerrillas, 
worked, 

The counteroffensive was timed to strike the Germans when 
they had finally exhausted themselves on the ramparts of Moscow.

THE HOME FIRES BURNING That song the soldiers had 
in the first war, “Keep the 


Home Fires Burning,” wasn't a bad song It had the very idea 
we ought to have in this hysterical few weeks when a lot of persons, 
including some of those in defense posts, need to be told to keep 
quiet, relax, eat a light diet and drink hot milk before retiring. 

The soldiers wanted something to come back to. They were 
going off to fight for that very thing. 

That’s the only reason our young men are going into our 
flying service, Marine Corps, Army and Navy. 

They want to come back to a world worth living in. 

Keep the home fires burning isn't a bad slogan for this war. 

All this brings me up to Mr. Tommy Brumby. ‘I do not know 
him. I read about him in the Sally Forth column. Mr. Brumby, 
said the report, escorted pretty Palmour Holmes to a dance. He 
had the florist arrange pretty pink defense stamps into an attrac- 
tive nosegay. He presented this with one hand and an orchid 
with the other. 

This causes me to nominate Mr. Tommy Brumby as the man 
of the week and as the only reasonably sensible one I seem to 
to have heard about. 

If there are to be dances, and sensible, pleasant dances are 
certainly worth-while in times of grim reality, there ought to be 
flowers. Not wasteful, vulgar displays of them, but certainly 
bouquets and some pleasing arrangements. Mr. Brumby’s idea of 
defense stamps and flowers earns for him the title of the most 
sensible man of the week. 

If we are to take all the beauty, all the pleasant, nonwasteful 
things out of life, then we don’t have much left. We might just as 
sensibly quit going to hear singers or cease going to see movies and 
to listen to lectures. Or quit eating bread or drinking milk merely 
because we can do without them. What we are trying to eliminate 
is the waste and extravagance which has marked our lives. 


NOT THE CAVES—NOT YET We are not yet ready, as a 


people, to retire to a cave, 
don a goat skin, and sit about glowering into the dark. 

The men going off to fight couldn’t want to come back to that. 

We don’t want “business as usual,” but we do want to keep 
life worth living. 

A great many wasteful things could be, and should be, must 
be, eliminated from our daily life. That applies to government as 
well as to individuals. 

We have gone along, as a people, permitting waste, inefficiency 
and dishonesty in government until we have become cynical and 
take it as a matter of course. It came to influence our personal 
lives. 

We have all read, and some of us have seen, the tremendously 
vulgar displays and publicity bids of a debut party or some other 
so-called social event in some of the large cities of the country. 
Mostly we have read about them in New York or Palm Beach. 

On occasion we have seen, in almost any city, some like-minds 
attempt a small imitation of the waste and extravagance of those 
“events.” They should have been suppressed in the name of good 
taste long before a war made them unpopular. 

If people can, within their means, support the government in 
its stamp and bond sales, contribute to the Red Cross, and still 
manage to have flowers in at least some of the vases, buy a book 
now and then, attend a musical or pay to hear a singer, then the 
nation will go along much better than if we retired to figurative 
caves and goat skins. 

One of the proudest boasts of England’s was that during the 
worst of the bombing months she still kept her theaters open; still 
went to lectures, still read books, still wore a flower, still carried 
on—not “as usual”—but in a manner as normal as possible under 
the circumstances. 


RESULTS OF FOLLY We are an emotional people, for which 
I am glad, but we need now and then 
to catch our collective breath. 

In New York and Chicago the frantic housewives have brought 
about a sugar shortage by heeding a rumor and dashing to the 
stores to buy all on the shelves. 

If there are to be shortages they will come and we all will 
share them together. You will do as your neighbors do, or just 
about so. 

There are some people who seem to be trying to talk the 
country into a depression. They are not buying the things they 
need even though their income is not reduced and even though 
they have need of them. 

The government will inform us of what we should do, just as it 
did on tires and as it will do on other things when the need comes. 

There is no need for you to try and take over the government's 
agencies. 

You are not being asked to direct the Navy or the Army. 

You are not being asked to direct the prices or the rationing 
that has come and may come. 

You are being asked to keep the home fires burning. 

Don’t waste things. Don’t throw-.away things. Watch your 
garbage cans. No less a person than Mr. Babson has said that 
28 per cent of every housewife’s. budget for food goes into her 
garbage can—in waste. : 

You can quit buying what you need—and can pay for—and 
put this country in more trouble than it is in. Buy carefully— 
but buy. 

You can quit having an occasional pleasant dinner; going toe 
concerts, entertaining friends, and make your home into a gloomy 
jittery, hysterical place to which your soldier son or brother 
wouldn’t want to return. Keep it within bounds—but pleasant. 

Let’s be like young Mr. Brumby. 

Let’s have some defense stamps—and some beauty. Whenever 
we can. 

Let’s support the government, stop waste, make every needed 
sacrifice, but— |

When the first man learned to make certain sounds to stand for 
certain things, facts and ideas, he had invented language. 

When another man, eons later, learned to make certain marks on 
a piece of bark or a clay tablet to stand for certain noises or units 
of language, he had invented writtng. 

But neither accomplishment was worth anything to the human 
race while the inventor alone understood it. If every man had used 
sounds to represent things, and made marks to stand for sounds, but 
each had used his own system, his language and writing would have 
remained secret codes useful only to himself like a merchant's cost 
marks, 

It was agreement that made language and writing valuable to 
humanity. When people agreed that certain sounds and certain 
marks should always stand for certain things, they had found a way 
to communicate with one another, even at a great distance; and the 
more sounds and symbols they invented and agreed upon the more 
meanings they were able to express and the more their minds de- 
veloped. No man can form or comprehend ideas beyond the capacity 
of his vocabulary. 

The sounds and symbols we call words are the basis of all human 
relations, Yet they are useful to us only on two conditions: First, 
that we all agree on what they stand for; second, that we are able 
to trust one another to use them honestly. 

All agree that c-a-t means a cat, yet that agreement makes us 
easy to deceive if some trickster writes c-a-t to report the presence 
of a dog. 

Do you remember the story of the Tower of Babel? The people 
were building a tower to reach Heaven, but when they had built it 
to a certain height they were defeated by a confusion of tongues. 
Each man began to speak a different language, so that the words 
he used meant nothing to others. Minds could no longer com- 
municate, 

As an allegory, it tells the story of what happened to our 
civilization, , 

We also were building to reach some kind of heaven. Then the 
dictators learned the evil possibilities of propaganda; controlled the 
press and radio and schools, and taught the people to believe false 
things true, 

Now language is used to deceive; races no longer trust one 
another; and minds cannot meet because what is true to one is false 
to another. Babel again defeats us, and chaos will reign until men 
once more agree on standards and become worthy of trust.

Mayors Are Disturbed 


the Southern Baptist Foreign 


Speaking plainly, a high church 
official who saw the bombing of 
Pearl Harbor, blamed this nation’s 
plight upon the long years of con- 
tinued traffic with the Japanese 
in gasoline, scrap iron and finish- 
ed machines, such as airplane mo- 
tors, and upon national overcon- 
tidence—especially that of the 
Navy, which, he said, felt all that 
was needed was “Let us have a 
crack at ’em!” 

The speaker, Dr. Charles E. 
Maddry, executive secretary of the 
board, with headquarters in Rich- 
mond, Va., foresaw America’s mis- 
takes “coming home to roost” 
through trying years which will 
bring deplorable conditions—in- 
cluding starvation and spread of 
typhus and other dreaded diseases 
—in many parts of the world. 

$300,000 Fund. 

He was especially concerned 
with the situation in China, where 
the church still has about 100 mis- 
Sionaries. He also dealt with 
conditions in Spain, Yugoslavia, 
Hungary, Rumania, and even Italy. 
Plans were laid for a special ap- 
peal for $300,000 among southern 
Baptist congregations, of which 
$25,000 is to be spent for Bibles. 

Tears came into the speaker’s 
eyes as he described what he saw 
in Pearl Harbor during the bomb- 
ing and on subsequent days, in- 
cluding group burials of large 
numbers of the 2,800 initial vic- 
tims. 

“An undertaker who took a 
large part in these burials—a man 
I know to be reliable—told me of 
unscrewing a plate from a Japa- 
nese airplane, which was_ shot 
down, showing the engine had 
been manufactured by the Bendix 
company of New Jersey. This is 
symbolic. Here were our scrap 
iron, our gasoline, our products, 
which we let the Japanese have 
because we thought they would be 
used against the Chinese. This is 
the traffic we Baptists protested 
against for years, but couldn’t per- 
suade Mr. Hull or Mr. Roosevelt 
to abandon.” 

Able Foe. 

Describing how point after point 
of vital importance in and about 
Pearl Harbor was bombed with 
perfect accuracy, Dr. Maddry ex- 
claimed: | 

“‘We have a foe that can fly! We 
have a foe that can shoot! We have 
a foe that can fight and die!” 

He said there was evidence of 
Japanese suicide squads—men as- 
signed to extremely necessary, but 
fatal tasks. 

“We are in as we have never 
been before,” he asserted solemn- 
ly. “I declare to you without hes- 
itation as a churchman that our 
first task as Christians must be to 
win this war.” 

Dr. George W. Truett, of Dallas, 
Texas, former president of the 
Baptist World Alliance, presided 
over the committee, of which he 
chairman. A score of promi- 
nent Baptist figures from through- 
out the south attended.

To “What Can | DoP”

LOS ANGELES, January 14 —| 
Many women are running around 
anxiously inquiring with reference 
to the war “What can I do?” and 
‘we.can assure them that they will 
have opportunities to do plenty 
before this business is over. 

The women always do their 
share and a little more in war. 
They are more patriotic, more 
willing to serve than the men. We 
know fellows of 60-odd years who 
managed to dodge participation in 
any form in two wars in their 
time and will, of course, duck this 
one, but we doubt that there are 
many women of similar age who 
did not give their services in some 
manner in those conflicts if it was 
nothing more than knitting. 

The women have greater spirit 
in war than the men, greater ca- 
pacity for sacrifice. We have 
often thought that given the 
chance the girls would be more 
relentless fighters. Physical lim- 
itation is argued against them as 
combat warriors yet when a wom- 
an can have a baby and then get 
up out of bed in a few days and 
do the house work we reckon 
she has sufficient stamina to deal 
with any situation. 

THEY HAVE WON P 
THEIR SPURS 

Of course we do not expect to 
see our womenfolks out there 
belting at the enemy on land or 
sea. Not until the last man has 
succumbed, anyway. But we de- 
cline to believe that there can be 
any inherent weakness, physical 
or otherwise, in the descendants of 
the American ladies who stood 
within ringed wagonwheels and 
behind log barriers and loaded the 
guns with which their men beat 
off many a savage attack of the 
redskins in pioneer days. 

In all our ways our women have 
served close to the battlefields 
with as much fortitude and valor 
as the men actually facing the cn- 
We saw a sparse handful 
of them long years ago in the 
Philippines following the first 


aid and solace to the poor kids 
stricken by enemy bullets and 
sickness. We saw them again in 
far greater numbers in France 
nursing the wounded, working in 
the canteens and entertaining the 
soldiers. 

And here af home in time of 
war, our women have never failed 
to render prodigious service, have 
never failed to do their part in 
in maintaining that public spirit 
which is almost as valuable as 
gunpowder at the front. You rare- 
ly hear a woman in time of war 
uttering defeatist chatter or crit- 
icizing our military and naval 
leadership. The average woman 
is always the patriot though in the 
end she suffers more than anyone 
else.

‘Rights’ Plan 


Blueprint for Post-War 
America Included in 


9-Point Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(4)— 
A blueprint for post-war America 
embracing a nine-point bill of 
“personal rights” and proposing a 
universal 40-hour week for all la- 
bor was sent to congress today by 
President Roosevelt. 

It was drafted by the National 
Resources Planning Board as an 


outline of the “rights and oppor- 


tunities we in the United States 
want for ourselves and for our 
children now and when this war 
is over.” 

“They go beyond the political 
forms and freedoms for which our 
ancestors fought and which they 
handed on to us,” the report ex- 
plained, “because we live in a new 
world in which the central prob- 
lems arise from new pressures of 
power, production and population, 
which our forefathers did not 
face.” 

President Roosevelt, in his let- 
ter of transmittal to congress, said 
that plans and programs “to win 
the war and win the peace must 
grow out of our common national 
purpose and with democratic par- 
ticipation in planning by all of us.” 

The board, established in 1939, 
is the office of the federal gov- 
studies 
and makes recommendations for 
governmental action intended for 
the public welfare. Frederic A. 
Delano, of Washington, an uncle 
of the President, is chairman; 
Charles E. Merriam, of Chicago, 
vice chairman, and George F. Yan- 
tis of Olympia, Wash., the third 
member. 

The board declared that every 
person should have the right to 
work and the right to security— 
that unemployment should be 
banished. 

“We must plan for full employ- 
ment,” it said, and “for maintain- 
ing the national income at $100.- 
000,000,000 a year, at least, rather 
than to let it slip back to $80,000,- 
£00,000 or $70,000,000,000 or $60,- 
000,000,000 again.” 

If appropriate action is taken 
now, it asserted, “there is no ne- 
cessity for a postwar collapse.”
